GOOD SEEDBED IS IMPOR-| 
TANT NEED. 

During the next few weeks 
the biggest task of farmers 
will be preparing land for 
planting. Already a good 
start has been made in many 
sections, according to reports 
received at Auburn; and the 
work will continue until the 
end of the planting season. 


tions made annually for the 
last several years, Experiment 
Service specialists at Auburn 
are again calling attention to 
the importance of thorough 
preparation of land before 
planting. County agents are 
doing likewise. 

It is generally accepted that 


w.|a crop is half made when it is 


properly planted on a good 
seedbed thoroughly prepared. 
If the land is not thoroughly 
prepared poor germination of 
seed, slow growth of young 
plants, difficult cultivation, and 
lower yields in the end will 
follow. 

There are several ways to 
prepare land for planting and 
the method selected depends 
upon the individual. The 
main object is to go deep 
enough for a good seedbed 
and then pulverize thoroughly. 
Several harrowings may be 
necessary. 

Cultivation becomes a com- 

paratively simple matter after 
SAN preparation. On such 
a seedbed cultivation that will 
control weeds is the main need. 
This has been shown by exper- 
iments in every section of the 
United States.
